Grants to low-income residents 
to\ help pay their heating bills 
will be reduced -this year 
because of federal! funding cuts. 

Illinois’ share of federal ener. 
gy assistance money is expected 
to fall to about $77 million from 
$85. million for the last heating 
season, said Wayne Curtis, €oor- 
diriator of energy programs for 
the Illinois Department of Com- 
merce and Community Affairs 

The specific allocation for the 
local ency that processes 
applications, Madison County 
Community Development Energy 
Assistance, has not been deter; 
‘mined.—< 

However, the agency is taking 
applications for help from senior 
citizens, disabled persons and 


households disconnected. from 


their primary heating source. 

Applications from other house- 
holds that meet the income 
guidelines will be accepted start- 
ing Nov. 

This year, 
etts will get 
along with their checks. 

The grants to help with heat- 
ing bills have been reduced 
slightly to_reflect the lower fed 
eral funding 

For al family of four, for 
example, the grants will range 
from $172 to $343, compared with 
SI7S to $349 14st Season, depend 
ing. on income. The lower the 
income, the higher the grant 

The maximum income to be 
eligible for the program will, for 
the second year in a row, be 110 
percent of the poverty level. The 
previous maximum was 125 per- 
cent 

The lower limit last year 
meant that a number of people 
on Social Security coyidn't get 
the assistan energy coordina- 
tors have said. 

Curtis said-the maximum 
income was lowered to target 
the limited resources to those 
most in need of help 

To be eligible’ for heating 
grants, a family of four, for 
example, can have a combined 
income of no. more than $1,279 
per month, while a single ‘per- 
son’s income’ cannot be above 
$625 per month 

Madison County Community 
Development provided heating 
aid grants to-about 5,400 in the 
county last winte 

Coordinator elle Williams 
said she couldn't predict the 
number who will_get grants for 
the coming year because the 
state had not determined the 
allocation.
